COMMONLY CALLED 

'Elje CrccD of »>t. &tljana0tus(. 

To be used in the Holy Eucharist on Christmas Day , Easter, 
Pentecost, and All Saints' Day. 

HO SOEVER will be saved: before all things 
it is necessary that he hold the Catholic 
Faith. 

Which Faith except every one do keep 
whole and undefiled : without doubt he 
shall perish everlastingly. 

And the Catholic Faith is this : That we worship one 
God in Trinity, and Trinity in Unity; 

Neither confounding the Persons : nor dividing the 
Substance. 

For there is one Person of the Father, another of the 
Son : and another of the Holy Ghost. 

But the Godhead of the Father, of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost, is all one : the glory equal, the majesty co¬ 
eternal. 

Such as the Father is, such is the Son : and such is the 
Holy Ghost. 

The Father uncreate, the Son uncreate : and the Holy 
Ghost uncreate. 

The Father incomprehensible, the Son incomprehen¬ 
sible : and the Holy Ghost incomprehensible. 

The Father eternal, the Son eternal : and the Holy 
Ghost eternal. 

And yet they are not three eternals : but one eternal. 

As also they are not three incomprehensibles, nor 
three uncreated : but one uncreated, and one incompre¬ 
hensible. 
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So likewise the Father is almighty, the Son almighty: 
and the Holy Ghost almighty. 

And yet they are not three almighties : but one al¬ 
mighty. 

So the Father is God, the Son is God : and the Holy 
Ghost is God. 

And yet they are not three Gods : but one God. 

So likewise the Father is Lord, the Son Lord : and the 
Holy Ghost Lord. 

And yet not three Lords : but one Lord. 

For like as we are compelled by the Christian verity: 
to acknowledge every Person by Himself to be God and 
Lord ; 

So are we forbidden by the Catholic Religion : to say, 
There be three Gods, or three Lords. 

The Father is made of none : neither created, nor 
begotten. 

The Son is of the Father alone : not made, nor created, 
but begotten. 

The Holy Ghost is of the Father and of the Son : 
neither made, nor created, nor begotten, but proceeding. 

So there is one Father, not three Fathers ; one Son, not 
three Sons : one Holy Ghost, not three Holy Ghosts. 

And in this Trinity none is afore or after other : none 
is greater or less than another. 

But the whole three Persons are co-eternal together : 
and co-equal. 

So that in all things, as is aforesaid : the Unity in 
Trinity, and the Trinity in Unity, is to be worshipped. 

He therefore that will be saved : must thus think of the 
Trinity. 

Furthermore, it is necessary to everlasting salvation: 
that he also believe rightly the Incarnation of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

For the right Faith is, that we believe and confess : 
that our Lord Jesus Christ, the Son of God, is God and 
Man. 

He is God, of the Substance of the Father, begotten 
before the worlds : and He is Man, of the substance of 
His Mother, born in the world; 
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Perfect God, and perfect Man : of a reasonable soul 
and human flesh subsisting ; 

Equal to the Father, as touching His Godhead : and 
inferior to the Father, as touching His Manhood. 

Who, although He be God and Man : yet He is not two, 
but one Christ. 

One, not by conversion of the Godhead into flesh : but 
by taking of the Manhood into God. 

One altogether; not by confusion of Substance : but 
by unity of Person. 

For as the reasonable soul and flesh is one man : so 
God and Man is one Christ; 

Who suffered for our salvation : descended into hell, 
rose again the third day from the dead. 

He ascended into heaven, He sitteth on the right hand 
of the Father, God Almighty : from whence He shall come 
to judge the quick and the dead. 

At whose coming all men shall rise again with their 
bodies : and shall give account for their own works. 

And they that have done good shall go into life ever¬ 
lasting : and they that have done evil, into everlasting 
fire. 

This is the Catholic Faith : which except a man believe 
faithfully, he cannot be saved.

O Lord, we behold Thy sufferings, and we mourn: our 
eyes, our eyes run down with tears ; we weep in the bitter¬ 
ness of our souls : for Thou wast wounded for our trans¬ 
gressions, Thou wast bruised for our iniquities. And above 
all we mourn, that although we have been made partakers 
of Thy grace, our sins have pierced Thee anew : we have 
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seemed to count Thy sacrifice a vain thing ; we have for¬ 
gotten that we were cleansed from our old sins. They who 
nailed Thee to Thy cross, knew not that they crucified the 
Lord of glory ; but we have known Thee, and yet have 
crucified Thee afresh, and put Thee to open shame. We 
have made void Thy mercy, and have kept back from Thee 
Thy reward. Yet, Lord Jesu, let not Thy mercy fail: and, 
as in Thine hour of agony Thou didst pray for them that 
put Thee to death, so for us also do Thou intercede.

We have not 
fulfilled the trust which Thou didst commit unto us, 
That we should call unto the ends of the earth to serve 
and glorify Thee, And should gather Thy children scat¬ 
tered abroad. We have hidden Thy glory from the eyes 
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of Thine ancient people ; We have caused Thy Name to 
be blasphemed among the nations of the earth ; And 
there is no health in us. 

But Thou, O Lord, have mercy upon us, miserable 
offenders. Spare us, good Lord ; Spare Thou them which 
confess their faults ; Restore Thou them that are peni¬ 
tent ; According to Thy promises declared unto mankind 
in Christ Jesu our Lord. And grant, O most merciful 
Father, for His sake, That we may hereafter live a godly, 
righteous, and sober life ; To the glory of Thy holy Name.

The First Lesson {by the Pastor) Isaiah i. 

The First Prayer. 

[The rejecting of Apostles.] 

LORD, Thou hast nourished and brought us 
up as Thy children ; but we have rebelled 
against Thee. The whole head is indeed sick, 
and the whole heart is faint. When Thou 
didst send down Thy Spirit at the first, and 
didst dwell in the midst of Thy Church in the glory 
of the Holy Ghost, Thine apostles were endowed with 
power and wisdom, that they might order Thy house¬ 
hold and skilfully guide Thy flock ; and all that believed 
continued steadfastly in their doctrine and fellowship, and 
great fear was upon them all. But we, O Lord, have cast off 
Thy fear, we have despised Thy rule and government, we 
have rejected Thee from being King: we have forgotten 
that Thv kingdom is from above ; we have taken up our 
rest in the earth, and have brought ourselves under cruel 
bondage, into subjection to the rulers of this world. 
Through this our sin, the sin of many generations, we have 
fiiledto follow the ways of Thy kingdom; Thy rule of 
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tenderness and love hath become unknown ; the power of 
this world hath been substituted for it, and the rule and 
authority of man have been intruded into Thy sanctuary. 
O Lord, Thou knowest our oppression and our grief: the 
kings of the earth exercise authority over Thy Church 
according to their will; they cause her spiritual powers 
to be employed as instruments for their own advantage. 
Thou seest that faith hath failed, and therefore love hath 
grown cold. No man receiveth truth from those whom 
Thou ordainest, but each chooseth his own doctrine 
for himself; and the unity of peace and charity, the unity 
of Thy saints in the Holy Ghost, hath been exchanged 
for endless divisions and for mutual hatred. The crown 
hath fallen from our heads: woe unto us that we have 
sinned. The punishment of our pride hath fallen upon 
us. Our fathers have sinned, and we bear their iniquities. 
Servants rule over us, and there is none that doth deliver 
us out of their hands. 

Have mercy upon us, O Lord, have mercy upon us ; 
take pity on our affliction and our grief. Gather again 
Thy dispersed unto Thyself; break off the yoke of our 
captivity, and let the man of the earth no more oppress. 
Restore unto us our judges as at the first, and our counsel¬ 
lors as at the beginning. Set our feet at liberty, that we 
may run the way of Thy commandments.

Thou didst give with Thine apostles the ministries of pro¬ 
phets, evangelists, and pastors. Thou didst ordain Thine 
angels, priests, and pastors, over all the congregations of 
Tby saints. How great is Thy wisdom! How large is Thy 
bounty! What more couldest Thou have done for Thy 
vineyard which Thou didst not do in it? But we have not 
rendered unto Thee the fruits which were meet. We have 
brought forth wild grapes, grapes of Sodom and clusters 
of Gomorrah. And, behold, the enemy hath broken into 
Thy sanctuary, he hath trampled under foot the defences, 
he cometh into Thy fold at pleasure. Thy fold is broken 
up, Thy sheep are scattered. Many are Thy children 
who seek for Thy refreshing grace, and return empty; 
many are they who wander without a shepherd, having 
none to guide or to recover them; they heap unto them¬ 
selves teachers after their own lusts, and they lay it not to 
heart that those who should have taught them are with¬ 
drawn. This our desolation, 0 Lord, is our sin ; it is the 
visitation of Thy hand; because we and our fathers, our 
priests, our prophets, and our pastors, have transgressed 
Thy laws, changed Thine ordinances, and broken Thine 
everlasting covenant. 

Yet, Lord, have mercy upon us, for we are athirst for 
the living waters. Satisfy us with Thy mercies, and that 
soon, that we may rejoice and be glad in Thee. Send 
forth Thy Spirit and make all things new, and renew Thou 
the face of the earth. Build up the walls of Thy Zion, 
and visit us with Thy salvation.

The Third Prayer. 

[The ceasing of the exercise of the Gifts of the Holy Ghost.] 

LORD GOD of mercy and truth, great was the 
glory of Thy Church in the day of the outpour¬ 
ing of the Holy Ghost. The multitude of them 
which believed were of one heart and of one 
soul: they were filled withjoyand with the Holy 
Ghost. Thy hand was stretched forth to heal; the mighty 
signs and wonders of Thy power, wrought in the Name of 
Jesus, gave witness to Thy presence; and the divers gifts 
of the Holy Ghost were distributed unto every man ac¬ 
cording to His will, that each, according to the grace given 
unto him, might exercise the same for the profit of all. 
But Thy people have abused Thy gifts : they have forgotten 
Thee; they have taken Thy fair jewels, and made to 
themselves images of men. And when Thou hadst with¬ 
drawn Thyself in anger, they have forgotten the powers 
of the world to come, and have thought only of the wisdom 
and operations of man. But Thou hast revived in us, O 
Lord, the memory of Thy former grace. Thou hast given 
us to see from whence we have fallen, and to know that 
we are poor, and miserable, and blind, and naked. [We 
see not our signs, there is no prophet left, nor any that can 
tell us how long. Thy mighty power is no more put forth 
in the midst of Thy people ; they have forgotten their con¬ 
fidence in Thee, and they lay not hold of Thy strength, 
nor abide in the power of Thy life.] Yet thou abidest 
faithful, Thou that art the hope of Thy people in all gene¬ 
rations : Thou wilt not despise the prayer of the destitute. 
Thou art faithful to Thy promise, that Thou art with Thy 
Church even unto the end of the world. Thou hast never 
withdrawn the gifts which Thou didst bestow, the earnest 
of the promised inheritance. 

We beseech Thee, therefore, O Lord, come among us, 
and with great might succour us: renew Thy covenant 
with Thy Church, as in the days of her youth; and cause 
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Thy power and Thy glory to be seen in Thy sanctuary, 
as in the days of old.

The Fourth Prayer. 

Church becoming entangled with the World.] 

GOD, Thou didst make Thy Church to be a 
spiritual body, the image of the heavenly 
things ; Thou didst impart unto Thine elect 
the powers of the world to come, that in the 
midst of this world they might not be of this 
world, but might look for their redemption, and wait for 
the Saviour the Lord Jesus Christ, when He should be 
revealed from heaven. Thou didst so illuminate them 
with Thy grace, that that day should not overtake them 
as a thief. Thou didst fill them with that hope, which 
was as an anchor of the soul, sure and steadfast ; and 
having that hope they purified themselves as He is pure. 
But Thy people have forsaken their hope, they have 
looked for an inheritance here ; they have forgotten that 
Thy kingdom is not of this world : they have sought to 
reign without their Lord, and to possess before His coming 
the wealth, and power, and lordship of the earth. From 
hence have come wars and fightings ; from hence hath 
come the shedding of blood, which in Thy holy Name 
hath been poured out like water upon the earth. They 
who had been purged from their old sins have become 
unholy and unclean. And now, O Lord, the time of visi¬ 
tation, the time of restitution of all things, is at hand. 
Thou hast caused the day-star to arise in our hearts ; and, 
awaking from our sleep, we are filled with shame, and 
confusion, and fear : for our eyes are opened to perceive 
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how low we are fallen, that we are not prepared to meet 
the Lord, and to render to Him the account He demandetli. 
Oh! who may abide the day of His coming, and who may 
stand when He appeareth? for He shall be as a refiner’s 
fire and like fullers’ soap. 

Yet, Lord, we return to Thee, ■who waitest to be gracious; 
who repentest Thyself for Thy servants, when Thou seest 
that their power is gone. We wait for the appearing of 
Thy Son ; we look for the coming of Thy kingdom ; we 
long for and desire the approach of that great day. Purify 
us", O Lord, we beseech Thee, purify Thy people ; purge 
away all our dross, and take away all our tin. Cleanse 
us from our iniquities. Restore to us the joy of Thy salva¬ 
tion, and uphold us with Thy free Spirit. Send forth, O 
Lord, Thy quickening Spirit, and make all things new ; 
pour upon us the dew of Thy heavenly grace. Sanctify 
us, that we may be holiness unto Thee. Shed abroad 
Thy love in our hearts. Call upon Thy Zion to arise from 
the dust, and bid the bride to make herself ready.

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MORNING AND EVENING PRAYER. 

The Exhortation. 

EARLY beloved Brethren, 

The hope of Christians in the beginning, 
which encouraged and strengthened them to 
bear up against the cruel persecutions which 
desolated the Church, was that the Lord Jesus 
Christ would speedily return to this earth, and give rewards 
unto His faithful servants. For this they were willing to 
die, and for this they lived; and this hope purified them, 
and made them meet for the kingdom of heaven. The 
hope of Him who should bruise the serpent’s head con¬ 
soled Eve, after she had seen the misery which she had 
brought upon her posterity. The same hope comforted 
the patriarchs. But we, and all our brethren, are fallen 
away from our hope : we have fallen into the sin of stand¬ 
ing still, instead of going on unto perfection; the sin 
which so easily besets us, and against which we are 
specially warned in holy Scripture. We love not the suf¬ 
fering creation, which is groaning, waiting for deliverance : 
we have not thought of the departed martyrs, by whose 
zeal and faithfulness the knowledge of God has been 
handed down to us; and who, having fallen asleep, wait 
for the resurrection of their bodies, that they may enter 
into the joy and presence of their Lord. Our love to our 
Saviour, who longs to hear our cry that He should come 
again unto us, and deliver us from all temptation and 
trial, hath waxed cold. We have ceased to feel for the 
oppressed poor all over the earth, who have none to help 
them but the Lord. Oh ! we are indeed hard-hearted and 
selfish, and the love of God dwelleth not in us; since 
seeing our brethren in so much need, we come not to their 
aid, and seek not the Lord in behalf of a world lying in 
pain and misery, that He, who alone is the Saviour of the 
body as well as of the soul, would come and wipe away 
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tears from off all faces. We have indeed been anxious for 
our own personal salvation; but we have lost sight of the 
Body of Christ, and forgotten that it is only as one body, 
and not as individuals, that we can be received into glory. 
We have been altogether indifferent to God’s glory, and to 
God’s end and purpose, to be accomplished and brought 
about by His Church, which He formed as His instru¬ 
ment to effect His ends. The Jews have been reviled as 
unbelievers; whilst they have been more steadfast in the 
faith of the promises made unto them, than we in those 
made unto us. 

Yet God hath not shut up His loving-kindnesses in dis¬ 
pleasure, nor forgotten His covenant for ever. He still 
waiteth to be gracious, and is ready to hearken to the cry 
of His people who turn unto Him with weeping and in 
true penitence of heart. Wherefore let us draw near, and 
confess our sins unto Him, in earnest hope of His mercy 
through Jesus Christ.

The day and hour appointed for the 
administration of Baptism should 
be announced to the Congregation 
after the Communion on the Lord's 
Day. Sponsors should therefore 
give notice during the previous 
'week that they desire to present 
the Candidate for baptism. 

Care should be taken that all persons 
’who are called upon to make re¬ 
sponses , do thoroughly understand 
that which they undertake to an¬ 
swer, and that they do so with a 
good conscience. 

The Candidate for baptism , with the 
Sponsors , shall be in readiness at 
some convenient place in the bap¬ 
tistery or near the font. 

f the Service be fulfilled by a Deacon , 
he shall commence at the Exhortation 
(page 344 ), and shall substitute for 
the Absolution the prayer (page 125 ), 
“ Of Thy great goodness&c. ; 
also he shall omit the Reception at 
the altar. 

The Priest on entering the church , shall 
go to the altar , and offer private 
prayer. 

If the person to be baptized have been 
previously admitted a Catechumen , 
the Priest shall commence the Ser¬ 
vice with the Exhortation (page 
344 ) : but if otherwise, he shall 
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come down to the Candidate, and 
commence as follows.

No marriage is to be solemnized where either party is a minor, under the age 
of twenty-one years, except with the consent of the father or guardian 
neither is any marriage to be solemnized which would be void or voidable 
by the law of the land; nor, when either of the parties has been previously 
married, and the woman or man to whom he or she was 7narried is still 
alive ; nor within the degrees prohibited in the above Table. 
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THE ORDER

With what fear then should ye 
approach, with what solemn pre¬ 
meditation, with what holy cau¬ 
tion, calling to mind the godly 
wisdom, the unvarying righteous¬ 
ness, the savour of holiness, which 
should distinguish them that are 
chosen to so high a degree! 
[When Moses chose out seventy 
men to aid him in bearing the 
burden of the people, he was 
bidden to choose those whom he 
knew to be elders of the people. 
And God, by His Holy Spirit 
which He would send down, 
would make you true elders, not 
so much in years, but in know¬ 
ledge and wisdom, in grace and 
perfectness, beyond your fellows 
in the Church; that ye may 
worthily help, and be fellow- 
labourers with, the apostles of 
the Lord and the angels of the 
churches. 

The like figure and mystery of 
your calling are set forth to you 
in this, that the Lord in the days 
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of His sojourning on earth, after 
He had called and sent forth the 
twelve, sent forth other seventy 
also, that they might go before 
His face into every city and place, 
whither He Himself would come. 
So may ye go before the face of 
the Lord, labouring in your ap¬ 
pointed place; and, following 
His apostles, prepare the way 
of His appearing.

Are ye fully persuaded in your 
own heart that ye are called by 
the Holy Ghost, through the 
ordinance of the prophet, to the 
office of Priest in the Church of 
God ? And do ye desire and ex¬ 
pect to receive, through the lay¬ 
ing on of my hands, the gift and 
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grace of the Holy Ghost, which 
shall enable you to fulfil your 
ministry ?

Will ye be diligent and faith¬

Holy Ghost, through the ordi¬ 
nance of the prophet; and after¬ 
wards be ordained by the laying 
on of the hands of apostles or 
their delegates. God hath, how¬ 
ever, revealed to us that, in 
mercy to His Church, He hath 
been pleased, since the absence 
of apostles, to ordain men, both 
to the priesthood and to the epis¬ 
copate, by the hands of bishops ; 
thus, through the succession 
of the episcopate and of the 
priesthood, and through the ad¬ 
ministration of the sacraments 
necessary to salvation, ensuring 
the continuance of the Church, 
until : Hc might again 'restore 
apostles, and confirm through 


their ministry those things which 
have been done to His glory 
during their absence. And, hav¬ 
ing restored apostles, He will 
complete and perfect His Church 
by the fourfold ordinances of His 
house, and accomplish His pur¬ 
pose in this dispensation. 

And this brother, truly or¬ 
dained to the priesthood,—or¬ 
dained, not according to God’s 
perfect way, but so as in His 
mercy He hath permitted,—hath 
received grace to acknowledge 
the Lord in His apostleship ; 
and he now seeks the confirming 
and establishing of his orders, 
and the full grace and benedic¬ 
tion of the Lord for exercising 
his sacred functions under the 
apostles. And, having examined 
into his faith and knowledge 
[and having a good report of 
him from the angel under wdiose 
pastorship he hath been], we are 
satisfied to fulfil his desire. 

And now, brother, although 
we have a good report of you 
from those whose part it has 
been to certify us concerning 
you ; yet that this congregation 
here present may be witnesses 
both of your faith, and of your 
willing dedication of yourself un¬ 
to the work to which you have 
been called, I now require you 
openly to make profession of 
those things which you believe, 
and wdiich you purpose and re¬ 
solve. 

I call upon you to declare,— 

Do you heartily receive the 
holy Scriptures, as to those of

the same have been received in 
the Catholic Church ? 

The Candidate shall make the responses 
to this and the following interroga¬ 
tories audibly and distinctly: 

A firmer. I receive them all. 

Do you believe in One God 
the Father; and in One Lord 
Jesus Christ, the Only-begotten 
Son of the Father; and in One 
Holy Ghost, proceeding from 
the Father and the Son, and 
with the Father and the Son 
One God Almighty ? And do 
you believe in one true Church, 
holy, catholic, and apostolic; 
wherein is given one true bap¬ 
tism, and the true and very re¬ 
mission of all sins? And do 
you consent from the heart unto 
the three Creeds or symbols of 
the faith, commonly called the 
Apostles’ Creed, the Nicene 
Creed, and the Creed of St. 
Athanasius ?

Do you acknowledge and con¬

Will you reverently obey the

submit yourself to their godly 
judgment ? 

Answer, I will do so, the 
Lord being my helper.

His apostles the ex¬ 
ercise of the priestly office, and 
the pastorship and oversight of 
the sheep of His flock, hath pro¬ 
vided that, according to the 
exigencies of His people, His 
apostles should by solemn rites 
of consecration admit others also, 
whom the Holy Ghost should 
designate and call, to the same 
offices and ministries of priest¬ 
hood, pastorship, and oversight. 
And this our brother, who hath 
faithfully served in the office of 
the priesthood, having been 
called by the Holy Ghost, through 
the ordinance of the prophet, to 
serve in the higher order of the 
ministry, is here present, that 
tlirough the laying on of my 
hands, by the anointing of the 
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Holy Ghost, he maybe ordained 
and admitted to the office and 
ministry of angel arid bishop in 
Christ’s Church, and may receive 
the gift and grace of the Holy 
Ghost for fulfilling the duties of 
the same. 

[When the Lord commanded 
Moses to hallow Aaron that he 
might minister in the high- 
priest’s office, he was bidden to 
take with him appointed sacri¬ 
fices, and the garments which 
had been prepared according to 
the word of the Lord ; and to 
bring Aaron before the Lord in 
the presence of all the congrega¬ 
tion ; to wash him with water ; 
to put upon him the holy gar¬ 
ments in their order ; to anoint 
him with holy ointment, and to 
offer as well the sacrifices for 
atonement and propitiation, as 
also the sacrifices and offerings 
for consecration. 

These things are figures and 
examples of the truth : they in¬ 
struct us, that there is a holy 
order appointed in the Church ol 
God: they set forth as types and 
shadows the glorious operation' 
of the Holy Ghost, who dwelleth, 
in His temple the Church, and j ( 
therein worketh all things ac*| 
cording to the will of God.] 

In fulfilment of this order [or, 
of the goodly order appointed ir 
the Church of God] our brothei 
hath been washed and cleansed 
with Che word of pure and hoi) 
teaching, through the minister! 
here present to whose office i 
belongs, as they in your hear 
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ing have testified: he hath been 
warned and instructed how he 
ought to walk in all holy con¬ 
versation before men, and in all 
truth of doctrine ; and in every 
respect how he should behave 
himself as a holy and faithful 
ruler and bishop in the Church 
of God, which is the pillar and 
ground of the truth. 

This instruction, therefore, it 
is unnecessary to repeat at this 
time : but, having first demanded 
of you, whether you or any of 
you know any cause or impedi¬ 
ment wherefore this our brother 
called of the Holy Ghost should 
not be admitted by holy ordina¬ 
tion to the office of angel, I shall 
proceed (if there be no sufficient 
cause for delay) to examine him 
in your presence, that ye may 
hear him publicly confess and 
testify to the faith which is in 
him.

EAR Brother in

ourselves to our present work. 

I demand, therefore,— 
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Dost thou heartily receive the 
holy Scriptures, as to those of 
the Old Testament, as the same 
were handed down by the Jews; 
and as to those both of the Old 
and of the New Testament, as 
the same have been received in 
the Catholic Church ? And wilt 
thou entirely conform thyself and 
thy whole mind unto the true 
sense thereof? 

Answer. I heartily receive 
them, and will conform myself 
thereto. 

Dost thou believe in One God 
the Father; and in One Lord 
Jesus Christ, the Only-begotten 
Son of the Father ; and in One 
Holy Ghost, proceeding from the 
Father and the Son, and, with 
the Father and the Son, One 
God Almighty ? And dost thou 
believe in one true Church, holy, 
catholic, and apostolic, wherein 
is given one true baptism, and 
the true and very remission of all 
sins ? And dost thou consent 
from the heart unto the three 
Creeds or symbols of the faith, 
usually called the Apostles* 
Creed, the Nicene Creed, and 
the Creed of St. Athanasius ? 

Answer. These things I be¬ 
lieve, and to these three Creeds I 
consent. 

Art thou fully persuaded in thy 
heart, that thou art called by the 
Holy Ghost through God’s ordi¬ 
nance, the prophet, to be an 
angel in Christ’s Church ? 

Answer. I am fully persuaded. 
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Art thou fully persuaded that 
God hath given apostles to ITis 
Church; and that all such as are 
ordained by the laying on of 
their hands unto any order or 
office in the Church are truly ad¬ 
mitted into the same, and do re¬ 
ceive the gift and grace of the 
Holy Ghost for fulfilling their 
ministry ? And dost thou desire 
and expect to receive the same 
through the laying on of my 
hands ? 

Answer. This is my persua¬ 
sion : and such is my desire and 
expectation. 

The Lord increase this faith in 
thee, dearly beloved brother, 
even unto everlasting life. 

Having examined concerning 
your faith, I now call upon you 
to declare before our Lord Jesus 
Christ, and before His Church, 
what is your purpose, resolution, 
and engagement, touching the 
duties of your ministry. Again, 
therefore, I demand— 

Wilt thou be diligent in thy 
place of ministry, and as lawful 
opportunity shall enable thee (re¬ 
membering the priestly office to 
which thou hast been already ad¬ 
mitted), to offer the gifts of the 
people, and the sacrifice insti¬ 
tuted by Christ in His Church ? 
Wilt thou be unwearied in prayei 
for the flock of God; in pro¬ 
nouncing on them that are peni¬ 
tent the absolution of their sins; 
in comforting them with godly 
counsel; in blessing them in the 
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name of the Lord ; in teaching, 
admonishing, and instructing 
them, both publicly and pri¬ 
vately ; in preaching the gospel 
wheresoever thou shalt be, or 
whithersoever thou shalt be sent? 
These things wilt thou fulfil ac¬ 
cording to thy border and 
ministry, and the place wherein 
thou shalt be lawfully set, and 
with that enlarged heart and that 
spiritual grace which become an 
angel of God, who should be ail 
example and pattern to all faith¬ 
ful priests and people ? 

Answer. All this I will do, 
the Lord enabling me. 

Is it thy desire and purpose to 
walk in the Spirit, to abide in 
the Spirit, to be as it were robed 
in heavenly conversation and 
spiritual grace; that so thou 
mayest discern and distinguish 
spiritual things, mayest foster in 
thyself and others the good fruits 
of the Spirit, and mayest detect 
and reject the wiles of the devil, 
and the workings of all spiritual 
evil ? And wilt thou take heed 

I that in thy charge the gifts and 
ministries of the Lord be freely 
and unblamably exercised ? 

Answer. All this is my desire 
and purpose. 

In thy jurisdiction and place of 
rule wilt thou be just, ruling in 
* the fear and in the love of God ? 
Wilt thou minister the rule of 
Jesus, as His servant and the in- 
I strument in His hand, in doc- 
j trine, in spiritual things, in the 
government of His house, in the 
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exercise of the power of binding 
and of loosing, and in all holy 
discipline? 

Answer. All this I will do, the 
Lord being my helper. 

Wilt thou for thyself, and for 
all over whom thou mayest have 
charge, receive and obey, deliver 
and insist on, the doctrine and 
the commandments of the apos¬ 
tles of the Lord ? Wilt thou 
with all diligence conform thy¬ 
self, thy words and acts, thereto, 
making thyself an example and 
pattern to the rest ? 

Answer. This I promise and 
engage. 

Wilt thou continually bear in 
mind that Jesus is thy righteous¬ 
ness, Jesus is thy head ; and so 
wilt thou regard and obey those

FOR THE 

Solemn absolution of penitents 

IN PRIVATE. 


When any person burdened with the 
conscience of sin, and desiring the 
grace of absolution, shall make known 
such burden or desire to the Pastor 
or Elder, the Pastor or Elder shall 
give to such per son, as soon as may 
be , full opportunity for making par¬ 
ticular confession of his sins, and upon 
receiving such confession shall either 
gi've the person proper ghostly coun¬ 
sel or advice, and also dismiss him 
with a blessing, or (if the sins con¬ 
fessed be of such a nature y and the 
person in such a state of mind y as 
shall render it fitting) he shall ap¬ 
point a time for the solemn adminis¬ 
tration of the rite of absolution. 

If for any reason the Penitent desire 
that some other Priest should be ap¬ 
pointed to receive his confession in¬ 
stead of the Pastor or Elder in 
immediate charge of him t it is law¬ 
ful for him to make known such de¬ 
sire to the Angel. 

if the sins confessed be of a nature to 
call for remedy or compensation by 
the Penitent, the Priest shall y at the 
time of confession, point out the same y 
and the mode of remedy or compen¬ 
sation, and shall warn the Penitent, 


that, except he be minded and re- 
solved to effect such remedy or com¬ 
pensation (and do fulfil the same at 
the first opportunity in his power), 
the pronouncing of absolution will be 
unto condemnation, and not unto life. 
Nor can the Priest pronounce abso¬ 
lution, except in the belief that the 
Penitent either has effected, or pur¬ 
poses to the utmost of his power to 
effect, such remedy or compensation. 

The Priest shall also counsel the Peni¬ 
tent y that in prospect of coming up 
to receive absolution he should use 
abstinence and fasting. And any 
Priest pronouncing absolution should 
do so fasting : remembering the words 
of the Lordy who condemned those 
that sat in the seat of judgment, for 
that they laded men with heavy bur¬ 
dens, but touched them not themselves 
with one of their fingers $ and the 
words of the Apostle, that we should 
restore them that are overtaken in a 
fault in the spirit of meekness, con¬ 
sidering ourselves also ; and that we 
should bear one another's burdens, 
and so fulfil the law of Christ. The 
Priest should also bear in mind, that 
not for his own merits, but through 
the gift of God's grace, and by the 
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ordination of Christ for the blessing 
of others, he is constituted to be the 
minister of Christ for pronouncing 
the pardon of God to those that re¬ 
pent. 


The prayers and devotions in this Ser¬ 
vice may also serve for occasions 
when solemn Absolution shall not be 
pronounced, but only prayer offered 
for those distressed and troubled in 
mind. 

At the time appointed, the Priest , after 
putting on his vestments, and before 
proceeding into the church, shall say 
the following Prayer : 

MERCIFUL 
GOD, who choosest 
the weak and foolish 
to be the instru¬ 
ments of Thy power 
and mercy, and ordainest frail 
and sinful men to be the means 
of restoring and strengthening 
their br ethren; Send down upon 
me. Thy sinful and unworthy 
servant, Thy heavenly grace, 
that in true humility of heart 
and contrition of spirit, remem¬ 
bering how oft I have offended, 
I may speak Thy words of mercy 
and forgiveness unto my brother 
who hath sinned against Thee.

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Note.—^-Parents should remember that 
it is their duty to instruct their 
children in the truths of the Christian 
religion , and for that purpose to ac¬ 
quire sufficient knowledge to enable 
them to fulfil this duty. None can 
discharge it so efficiently as parents. 
The following Catechism is designed 
to assist them, and others upon whom 
the like office may devolve, in per¬ 
forming it ,* and to assist the children 
also in deriving the full benefit of 
the instruction they receive. It con¬ 
tains those principles, both of Chris¬ 
tian doctrine and discipline (conveyed 
in a practical form), which parents 
are bound to explain in order to pre¬ 
pare their children for admission to 
i the holy Communion, and to give 
them a due estimate of the offices of 
the Christian Ministry. The mode 


of question and answer is helpful tt 
all concerned, especially in fixing on 
the memory, in early years, the truths 
which all Christians ought to know 
and hold fast through life. Of these 
truths this Catechism is a most useful 
manual for all persons, and it furnisher 
a most valuable touchstone of truth 
during the whole period of life. 

Parents should avail themselves of the 
Lord s Day, and of other convenient 
occasions, to catechize their children. 
And they should take care to in¬ 
struct them not merely in the letter 
but in the meaning, of the answer 
contained in this Catechism. 

In the case of young children, the ques¬ 
tions and answers within brackets 
and the whole of Part III., may be 
omitted.

3. Q. Why are your godfathers 
and godmothers called sponsors ? 

A. Because they made answer 
for me in my baptism : and did 
then, in the first place, renounce 
in my name the devil and all his 
works, the pomps and vanities of 
this wicked world, and all sinful 
desires of the flesh : secondly, 

I they confessed in my name all 
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the articles 'of the Christian 
Faith : and, thirdly, they en¬ 
gaged for me that I should sub¬ 
mit myself to the will of Christ, 
and obediently keep God’s com¬ 
mandments, and walk in the 
same all the days of my life. 

4. Q. Dost thou not think that 
thou art bound to believe, and to 
do, as they have engaged in thy 
name ? 

A. Yes, verily ; and by God’s 
help so I will. And I heartily 
thank our heavenly Father, that 
lie hath called me to this state 
of salvation, through Jesus Christ 
our Saviour. And I pray unto 
God to give me His grace, that 
I may ever continue in the same. 

5. Q. Rehearse the articles of 
thy belief. 

A. I believe in God the Fa¬ 
ther Almighty, Maker of heaven 
and earth : And in Jesus Christ 
His only Son our Lord, Who was 
conceived by the Holy Ghost, 
born of the Virgin Mary, suffered 
under Pontius Pilate, was cruci¬ 
fied, dead, and buried ; He de¬ 
scended into hell ; the third day 
He rose again from the dead; 
He ascended into heaven, and 
sitteth on the right hand of God 
the Father Almighty; from thence 
He shall come to judge the quick 
and the dead. I believe in the 
Holy Ghost ; the Holy Catholic 
Church ; the communion of 
saints : the forgiveness of sins ;

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6. Q . What dost thou chiefly 
learn in these articles of thy be¬ 
lief?

8. Q . What benefits do we 
obtain from the redemption 
which Christ hath accomplished? 

A. Forgiveness of sins, through 
faith in His blood ; and eternal 
life, through abiding in Him. 

9. Q. How doth God the Holy 
Ghost sanctify us ? 

A. By dwelling in us as mem¬ 
bers of Christ, and conforming 
us to FI is image ; so that we 
may bring forth the fruit of the 
Spirit. 

l°. [C* What is the fruit of the 
Spirit ? 

A. The fruit of the Spirit is 
love, joy, peace, long-suffering, 
gentleness,goodness, faith, meek¬ 
ness, temperance.] 


II. Q. You said that your god*

13. Q • What is thy duty to¬ 
wards God? 

A. My duty towards God is to 
believe in Him, to fear Him, and 
to love Him, with all my heart, 
with all my mind, with all my 
soul, and with all my strength ; 
to worship Him ; to give Him 
thanks; to put my whole trust 
in Him ; to call upon Him; to 
honour His holy Name, His 
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word, and His ordinances; and 
to serve Him truly all the days of 
my life. 

14. Q. What is thy duty to¬ 
wards thy neighbour? 

A. My duty towards my neigh¬ 
bour is to love him as myself, and 
to do to all men as I would they 
should do unto me ; to love, ho¬ 
nour, and succour my father and 
mother ; to honour and obey the 
King, and all that are put in 
authority under him ; to submit 
myself to all my governors, 
teachers, spiritual pastors and 
masters; to order myself lowly 
and reverently to all my betters ; 
to hurt nobody by word or deed; , 
to be true and just in all my 
dealings ; to bear no malice nor 
hatred in my heart ; to keep my 
hands from picking and stealing, 
and my tongue from evil speak¬ 
ing, lying, and slandering; to 
keep my body in temperance, 
soberness, and chastity; not to 
covet nor desire other men’s 
goods; but to learn and labour 
truly to get my own living, and 
to do my duty in that state of life 
into which it shall please God to 
call me. 

15. Catechist. My good child, 
know this, that thou art not able 
to do these things of thyself, nor 
to walk in the commandments of 
God, and to serve Him, without 
His special grace, which thou 
must learn at all times to call for 
by diligent prayer. Let me hear, 
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therefore, if thou canst say the 
Lord’s Prayer. 

A. Our Father, which art in 
heaven, Hallowed be Thy Name. 
Thy kingdom come. Thy will 
be done in earth, as it is in 
heaven. Give us this day our 
daily bread. And forgive us our 
trespasses, as we forgive them 
that trespass against us.

16. Q. What desirest thou of 
God in this prayer? 

A. I desire my Lord God our 
heavenly Father, who is the Giver 
of all goodness, to bestow His 
grace upon me, and upon all 
people, that we may worship 
Him, serve Him, and obey Him, 
as we ought to do ; and that He 
will send forth His Son from 
heaven, when all nations shall 
honour and obey Him, and the 
kingdoms of this world shall be¬ 
come the kingdoms of our Lord 
‘and of His Christ. And I pray 
unto God, that He will give unto 
us all things that be needful both 
for our souls and bodies ; and 
especially feed us with the Bread 
which cometh down from heaven;

1. Q. What is a Sacrament ? 

A. A Sacrament is an outward 

and visible sign of an inward and 
spiritual grace given unto us; or¬ 
dained by Christ as a means 
whereby we receive the grace, 
and a pledge to assure us thereof. 

2. Q. How many parts are 
there in a Sacrament ? 

A . Two ; the outward visible 
sign, and the inward spiritual 
grace. 

3. [(?. Which be the two Sa¬ 
craments that Christ hath spe¬ 
cially ordained, the one for 
making us members of His mys¬ 
tical Body the Church, and the 
other for nourishing us unto eter¬ 
nal life ? 

A. The Sacrament of Baptism, 
and the Sacrament of the Eu¬ 
charist, or Lord’s Supper.] 

4. Q. What is the outward 
visible sign or form in baptism ? 

A. Water; wherewith the per¬ 
son is baptized, “ In the Name 
of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost.” 

5. Q. "What is the inward and 
spiritual grace ? 

A. A death unto sin, and a 
new birth unto righteousness. 

N 


6 . Q. What are the benefits 
conveyed to us in baptism ? 

A. Being by nature born in 
sin, and the children of wrath, 
we receive herein the remission 
of sins; and are made, through 
the operation of the Holy Ghost, 
members of Christ, the children 
of God, and inheritors of the 
kingdom of heaven. 

7. Q. Wliat is required of 
persons to be baptized ? 

A . Repentance, whereby they 
forsake sin; and faith, whereby 
they steadfastly believe the gospel 
of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

8 . Q. Why then are infants 
baptized, when by reason of their 
tender age they cannot make 
profession either of repentance or 
of faith ? 

A. Forasmuch as they profess 
the same by their sureties or spon¬ 
sors, by which profession they 
themselves are bound. 

9. Q. Why was the Sacrament 
of the Eucharist,or Lord’s Supper, 
ordained ? 

A. For the continual remem¬ 
brance of the Sacrifice of the 
death of Christ, and of the bene¬ 
fits received thereby; and for 
making us partakers of His Body 
and Blood. 

N 
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10. [^y. How is the remem¬ 
brance of Christ’s Sacrifice, and 
the benefits thereof, made in this 
sacrament ? 

A. We commemorate them by 
our offering made therein, and 
by thankfully partaking of the 
same.] 

11. [(>. Is, then, the Eucha¬ 
rist a sacrifice ? 

A. Yes; it is the great memo¬ 
rial sacrifice offered continually, 
in commemoration of the one 
Oblation offered upon the cross, 
once for all, by Jesus Christ; 
for herein we “do show forth 
the Lord’s death till He come.” 
And we present therein before 
God, the Body and Blood of 
Christ broken and shed for us ; 
even as Christ Himself, our High 
Priest in the heavens, appears 
before God as the Lamb as it 
had been slain.] 

12. Q, What is the outward 
part or sign in the Eucharist, or 
Lord’s Supper? 

A. Bread and wine, which the 


Lord hath commanded to be con¬ 
secrated, offered, and received. 

13. Q • What is the inward 
part or thing signified ? 

A . The Body and Blood of 
Christ, which are verily and in¬ 
deed present in this sacrament, 
and are spiritually received by 
the faithful in the Lord’s Supper. 

14. Q. What are the principal 
benefits conveyed to us in this 
sacrament ? 

A. First, our strengthening 
and refreshing by the Body and 
Blood of Christ; and, secondly, 
our communion with Him, and 
with all saints, in partaking of 
the same. 

15. Q. What is required of 
them who come to the Lord’s 
Supper ? 

A. To examine themselves, 
whether they repent them truly 
of their former sins, steadfastly 
purposing to lead a new life; 
have a lively faith in God’s mercy 
through Christ, with a thankful 
remembrance of His death; and 
be in charity with all men. 


Part III. 


I. Q. You have said that you 
believe the Holy Catholic 
Church What is the Church? 

A. The Church is the congre¬ 
gation of all who believe in the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and are bap¬ 
tized according to Plis command¬ 
ment. It is the Household of 
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God, the Body of Christ, the 
Temple of the Holy Ghost. 

2. Q. How doth God make 
known His will in the Church? 

A. Holy men of old were 
moved by the Holy Ghost to de¬ 
clare the will of God; and the 
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words of God delivered by them, 
and contained in the Scriptures 
of the Old Testament, were com¬ 
mitted to the Jews. These, to¬ 
gether with the writings of the 
evangelists and apostles of the 
New Testament, have been pre¬ 
served in the Christian Church, 
and handed down to us: and 
Christ hath set in His Church 
ministries for the guidance of 
His people, in accordance with 
His written word. And to all 
men God bears witness by the 
Church, proclaiming His salva¬ 
tion, and blessing the works of 
His hands. 

3. Q. What ministries hath our 
Lord Jesus Christ given to His 
Church ? 

A. When He ascended up on 
high, He received gifts for men : 
and He gave some men, apostles; 
and some, prophets; and some, 
evangelists; and some, pastors 
and teachers. 

4. Q. For what ends were 
hese ministries given ? 

A. They were given for the 
oerfecting of the saints, for the 
work of the ministry, for the 
edifying of the Body of Christ; 
ill we all come unto the unity 
of the faith and of the knowledge 
■f the Son of God, unto a per- 
ect man, unto the measure of 
he stature of the fulness of 
Christ. 

5. Q. What is the meaning of 
he word Ajostle I 


A. Apost!e is “one sent forth.” 

6. Q. How are apostles dis¬ 
tinguished from all other minis¬ 
ters? 

A. Apostles are neither of 
men, nor by man ; but by Jesus 
Christ and God the Father, sent 
forth immediately and directly. 

7. Q . How are all other minis¬ 
ters set in the Church ? 

A. They are set in the Church 
by our Lord Jesus Christ, not 
immediately, but through ordi¬ 
nation by apostles, or by those 
whom they have delegated for 
that purpose. 

8. Q . What do you mean by 
Ordination l 

A. Ordination is the means 
appointed by God for admitting 
those who are to serve in the 
ministry to some order or degree 
therein. 

9. Q. How is Ordination con¬ 
ferred ? 

A. Ordination is conferred by 
the laying on of hands with 
prayer: and therein God bestows 
the gift of His Holy Spirit, for 
enabling him that is ordained to 
fulfil, in spirit and in truth, the 
work of the ministry, in the 
order to which he is admitted. 

10. Q. Which are the princi¬ 
pal orders in the ministry ? 

A. These three ; namely, the 
order of the Angel, or Bishop, 
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the order of Presbyter 1 or Priest, 
and the order of Deacon. 

11. Q. You have now told me 
in what way men are ordained 
to, and set in, the priesthood and 
all the higher ministries of the 
Church; doth not God previously 
call them to these holy minis¬ 
tries. 

A . Yes; God calleth those 
whom He purposes to employ 
by the word of the Holy Ghost, 
through the prophet. 

12. Q. How are deacons 
chosen ? 

A. Deacons are chosen by the 
congregation, or with their con¬ 
currence. The seven deacons of 
each church are elected by the 
congregation among whom they 
are to minister ; and they become 
their representatives, when con¬ 
firmed in their places by the 
apostles. Other deacons are 
chosen to the work of the minis¬ 
try by the apostles, or by some 
angel having their authority, 
after due notice and inquiry. 

13. Q . How are we to regard 
the angel of the church ? 

A . We should honour the 
angel as the chief minister and 
pastor, to whom God has com¬ 
mitted the charge of the whole 
flock, including the priests and 
the deacons; and who is ap¬ 
pointed to offer in the congrega¬ 
tion the intercession of the 
Church. 

1 Or Elder. 
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14. Q. How are we to regald 
the priests ? 

A. We should honour the 
priests as those appointed, under 
the angel, to minister the word 
of God and the sacraments; to 
watch over our souls as good 
shepherds of the sheep ; and to 
offer in the congregation the 
prayers of the Church. 

15. Q- How are we to regard 
the deacons ? 

A . We should honour the 
deacons as the ministers of God 
appointed to guide us, both by 
word and example, in the paths 
of righteousness; to assist the 
priests in the ministry of the 
Church ; to help those who seek 
to them, in the management of 
their, secular affairs; and to re¬ 
lieve the poor and afflicted. 

16. Q. What is the rite of the 
Laying on of apostles’ hands on 
the members of the Church ? 

A. It is a sacrament or rite in 
which is bestowed the Gift of the 
Holy Ghost, the Comforter, upon 
those who have been baptized 
and are come to full age. 

17. Q . What benefits are con¬ 
ferred upon them in this rite ? 

A. They are established and 
confirmed, sealed and anointed: 
ami therein the Holy Ghost 
divides His gifts to each one 
severally, as He will. 

18. Q. What is meant by 
speaking of the Gift of the Holy 
Ghost as sevenfold ? 

A. The prophet Isaiah fore- 
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told that the Spirit which was to 
rest uponChrist should be the spirit 
of wisdom and understanding, 
the spirit of counsel and might, 
ihe spirit of v knowledge and of 
ihe fear of the Lord, and should 
make him to be of quick under¬ 
standing in the fear of the Lord. 

19. Q. What is the manifest¬ 
ation of the Spirit, which is given 
to each, for the profit of all ? 

A. The Holy Ghost, incoming 
down upon them that are sealed, 
jives to one the word of wisdom, 
o another the word of know- 
edge, to another faith, to an¬ 
other the gifts of healing, to an¬ 
other the working of miracles, to 
mother prophecy, to another 
tiscerning of spirits, to another 
livers kinds of tongues, to an¬ 
other the interpretation of tongues. 
\\\ these worketh that one and 
he self-same Spirit, dividing to 
wery man severally as He will. 

20. Q . Has our Lord Jesus 
"hrist left power in His Church 
o forgive sins ? 

A. Yes : He said to His 
postles, “ Whosesoever sins ye 
,emit, they are remitted unto 
hem ; and whosesoever sins ye 
etain, they are retained.” 

21. Q. What should they do 
vhose consciences are burdened 
y sin? 

A. They should seek the 
pecial absolution of the Lord 
'om the priest who has charge 
f their souls. 


22. Q. What are the benefits 
of absolution when duly received ? 

A. The benefits of absolution 
are, first, pardon through the 
blood of Christ of the sins con¬ 
fessed ; secondly, deliverance 
through the Holy Ghost from 
the power of evil, under the do¬ 
minion of which the penitent had 
fallen ; thirdly, a restoration to 
the state of grace in Christ, of 
those who through wilful and de¬ 
liberate sin had fallen therefrom. 

23. (?• What is required of 
those who seek absolution, in 
order to receive the same with 
benefit ? 

A . That they be heartily sorry 
for and repent of their sins past: 
that they make restitution and 
recompense, so far as they are 
able, to those whom they have 
wronged; and that they stead¬ 
fastly purpose for the time to 
come to obey God’s holy will and 
commandments. 

24. Q. What is the rite of 
anointing the sick with oil ? 

A. St. James teaches us con¬ 
cerning this rite, that if any be 
sick, he should send for the elders 
of the church, who should pray 
over him, anointing him with oil 
in the Name of the Lt>rd. 

2 5. Q. What are the benefits 
to be derived from this rite ? 

A. St. James teaches us again, 
that the prayer of faith shall save 
the sick, and the Lord shall raise 
him up; and if he have committed 
sins, they shall be forgiven him 
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26. £>. How ought we to offer 
of our substance to God ? 

A . By payment of tithes which 
He has commanded and reserved 
to Himself: and by making offer¬ 
ings, as he shall give us the 
means. 

27. Q. What portion of our 
time are we to dedicate to God 
by special observances ? 

A. We are to dedicate the 
Lord’s Day to the service of God, 
and to attend upon the other ap¬ 
pointed services of worship as 
often as our other duties permit. 

28. Q. What are the hours 
appointed for daily worship ? 

A. The first and last hours of 
every day (reckoning the day 
from six in the morning to six in 
the evening) : and on the Lord’s 
Day there are in addition prayers 
in the forenoon and in the after¬ 
noon ; and, after the prayers in 
the forenoon, the Eucharist is 
solemnly celebrated. 

29. Q. Which are the three 
great festivals appointed to be 
observed yearly? 

A. Christmas Day, or the day 
of the nativity of our Lord ; 
Easter Day, or the day of His 
resurrection ; and Pentecost, or 
the day of the descent of the 
Holy Ghost. 

30. Q. What is the object of 
all our holy services as regards 
God? 

A. That we may fear, honour, 
and worship His holy Name, 
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praise Him for all His goodness, 
and renew our vows to serve and 
obey Him in all our ways. 

31. Q. What is the object of 
these services as regards our¬ 
selves ? 

A. That we may humble our¬ 
selves before God, confessing our 
sin, seek and obtain His forgive¬ 
ness and the renewal of His hea¬ 
venly grace, put Him in remem¬ 
brance of His promises, and be¬ 
seech Him to bestow upon us 
and upon all men the things of 
which we stand in need ; and 
that, receiving His blessing, we 
may be conformed by the Holy 
Ghost to the image of Christ, to 
the glory of God the Father. 

32. Q. You have told me what 
is the immediate object of assem¬ 
bling together in the services of 
the Church : tell me now, what 
is the ultimate end of all services, 
sacraments, and ministries of the 
Church ? 

A. That we and all Christian 
people may be made perfect in 
holiness, and be prepared in one 
Body for the appearing of our 
Lord Jesus Christ; when Pie 
shall be revealed from heaven in 
like manner as He went up, and 
the dead in Christ shall be raised, 
and we which are alive and re¬ 
main to His coming shall be 
caught up together with them in 
the clouds to meet the Lord in 
the air ; and so shall we ever be 
with the Lord. And in this hope 
I say, “Amen. Even so, come, 
Lord Jesus.” 
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NOTE. 


I T is to be understood that this edition of the Psalter is not 
issued by authority, but is an endeavour to meet an actual 
need. It is printed uniform with the last editions of the 
Liturgy for the sake of such persons as may desire to use it. 

The tones are printed in their natural form, in which no 
sharps or flats occur. The ancient clefs proper to Church 
Music are employed, and the clef is always placed on such a 
line as that the stave may contain the whole scale of the mode 
to which the particular tone belongs. For the sake of distinc¬ 
tion, the C clef is used for the authentic tones, and the F clef 
for the plagal tones, except in the case of tone XII., where the 
F clef would not permit the whole scale of the mode to appear 
within the compass of the stave. 

It is designed that, so far as may be possible, the tones 
diould be sung at their natural pitch, as they are printed. As 
ransposition is sometimes unavoidable, a book of harmonies 
aas been prepared for the assistance of organists, in which 
>ach tone is exhibited at its natural pitch, when this is prac- 
icable, or in one or more transposed versions. The capital 
etters placed in brackets after the number of the tone, at the 
lead of certain psalms, refer to these different versions. 

The words printed in capitals at the beginning of each psalm 
nd of each verse of the Gloria Patri, are intended to be sung 
i the intonation, which is the name given to the three or four 
otes which precede the first long note in each tone. 

The other words in the first half of each verse, down to the 
rst acute accent, are sung to the long note called the reciting 
ote or dominant. The acute accent indicates the first note of 
le third part of the tone, called the mediation, which consists 
f two or four notes. To these are sung the remaining words

or syllables down to the asterisk which divides each verse. 

In certain mediations the last note may be omitted. This is 
indicated in the music by the dots placed before the last note. 
(The accents always correspond with the accented notes of the 
tone, which are those of this shape ■(). 

In the second half of each verse, the words down to the first 
accented syllable belong to the second long or reciting note. 
The rest are sung to the last part of the tone called the 
cadence or ending. 

In the intonation, mediation, and ending, any word or part 
of a word not divided by a hyphen is to be sung to one note 
whatever may be the number of its syllables. When parts of 
a word are to be sung to different notes, the syllables are 
divided by a hyphen or hyphens. 

As already mentioned, the words or syllables to be sung to 
the accented notes are marked with an acute accent ('). When 
two or more notes are assigned to one syllable it is marked 
with an accent and a dot, or two or more dots, thus ('*), or 
('•*), or (•*), or (***). When two or more words or parts of 
different words are to be sung to the same note, they are 
coupled by a tie ('->). There is no fixed relation between the 
notes in respect of duration, such as there is between minims, 
crotchets, and quavers, in modern music. 

In the case of tones I. I and iv. i, it is desired to call atten¬ 
tion to the fact that the last note but one> is accented, and not 
the last note but two. In tone IX. there is an additional note, 
an anticipation or indication of the second reciting note, intro- i 
duced at the end of the first reciting note before the mediation. 
The syllable to which this note belongs is marked by a dot if j 
sung to this note alone, or with two dots if sung to the sound r 
of the reciting note as well as this grace note. In Psalm 
CXIX. the long mediation of tone F, is employed. !(
